GENEVA 

Israel will build its first atomic pile 
within the next four years in order to 
cope with its shortage of energy from 
other. sources, Dr. Walter Eytan, the 
head of the Israeli delegation, this 
week told the international conference 
here on the peaceful uses of atomic 
energy. 

Israel, he said, had been conducting 
research in nuclear energy since 1948— 
and on an intensified. scale since the 
Atomic Energy’ Commission of Israel 
was set up in 1952. But while they were 
not dissatisfied with the results achieved, 
it was clear that they had not done more 
than touch the fringe of this vast field, 


and that great potentialities still lay 
ahead of them é 
Israel, added Dr. Eytan, possessed ‘no 


coal, oil, or other natural fuel resources

GENEVA 
In addition to the ten-member dele- 
gation from Israel, it is estimated that 
there are about 80 Jewish scientists 
from 19 countries at the Geneva con- 
ference acting as delegates or advisers. 
They come from Belgium, Brazil, 


Britain, Bulgaria, Canada, Ceylon, 
Czechoslovakia, Denmark, France, 
Greece, Holland, Hungary. Italy, 
Poland, Rumania, Russia, Sweden, 


Switzerland, and the United States.

From the long-term point of view 
this was not a _ satisfactory position. 
Accordingly; Israel, more than perhaps 
any. other country in the Middle East, 
was looking to nuclear energy (as well 
as to Solar energy) to reduce her depend- 
ence. on imported sources of power, It 
would, of course, be some time before 
this became possible (and particularly 


before it became fully economic), but a 
Start must be made now. 
The problems involved were great; 


They included those. of man-power, 
material, and finance. But they were being 
tackled with full seriousness of purpose, 
and: Israel was confident that the Geneva 
conference would enrich its knowledge 
and so serve as a stimulus and inspiration 
to further efforts. 


Exchange of Information 


Dr. E. D. Bergmann, the Chairman of 
the Israeli Atomic Energy Commission, 
said that his country: looked to the con- 
ference for help through a decision to 
make available the necessary. technical 
information to those countries too small 
or too poor to secure it by their own 
efforts. 

Presenting a paper, at the. second 
session of the conference; on the energy 
requirements of the State of Israel, Dr. 
Bergmann said that Israel fully 
aware that the way from the production 
of uranium and heavy water to ‘the 
building of an atomic power station was 
long and arduous. But its research pro- 
gramme was based on the conviction 
that, ultimately, the nations of the world 


would join hands in solving the great. 


material problems confronting humanity 
\today—the production of energy and 
food. 

Although the full text of the Israeli 
Paper ts not yet available, it is under- 
stood to contain an offer to exchange 
information about the methods of pro- 
ducing heavy water and uranium data 
and means of making atomic energy a 
universal. tool for the betterment of 
economic conditions and living standards. 

The Israeli delegation also reporied 
that Israel had discovered a process for 
the extraction of uranium from rock 
phosphates in the Negev, and, in experi- 
menting with the use. of solar energy, had 

worked out a method for the enrichment 
a heavy water by a process that did not 
tequire the use of electrical power.

MOROCCAN JEWS “IN 
DANGER” 


Threatening Letters 
From our Correspondent 


HAIFA 
The Jews of Morocco are living in 
“constant danger,” according to 
North African immigrants who arrived 
here this week. 


| They. reported that the Jewish quarter 
in Rabat has been “ sealed”’. for the 
past two weeks, the inhabitants fearing to 


leave in case of Arab attacks. They 
alleged that 100 Senegalese soldiers 
recently entered the quarter and 
assaulted everyone in the streets until 


French police arrived. 

Two Jews have been killed and at least 
one. other fatally wounded in_ recent 
weeks, the immigrants said. Wealthy 
Jews had received . threatening _ letters, 
some demanding money, from the 
Black Hand Underground movement. 


Immigrants Demonstrate 


Some Arabs had tried to reassure the 


‘Jews by saying that the disturbances were 
‘directed: solely against the 


French, but 


the Jews feel that this is untrue, They 
believe, said the immigrants, that the 
Arabs want them to stay, so that they 


can buy Jewish property cheaply when 
they are eventually compelled to leave 
the country hurriedly in the face of grow- 
ing Arab violence. 

On Wednesday, 100. immigrants from 
North Africa marched through the streets 
of Haifa demanding that immigration 
from North Africa be accelerated. The 
demonstrators broke 
the Jewish Agency and smashed the win- 
dows before the police arrived. 

The immigrants ‘said that they had 
received no letters from their relatives 
for the past two months, and they had 
had disturbing reports about thetr position. 


According to J.T.A. reports from Jeru- 
salem. some 1,000 Jews from the Jewish 
quarter of Casablanca, fearing a renewal 
of Arab riots, have sought sanctuary in 
Synagogues in the new part of the city.

Merkaz Olamit, the former world 
headquarters of both parties in Jerusalem. 
will constitute the governing body of 
the new party for the transition — period 
until the next conference is held. It

RUMANIAN OFFER 


The Rumanian Legation in London 
has issued a> statement. informing all 
Rumanian ciuzens and former 
Rumanian citizens residing in the 
Linited Kingdom. that on June 24. 
1955, the Presid um of the Grand 
National Assembly .of the Rumanian 
Peop.es Republic, in order to give 
Rumanian citizens and former cilizens 
residing abroad the’ opportunity. to 
return to. the homeland, if they so 
wish, passed a Decree under which 

(a) All infractions of the pena}. code 
or of special laws, wih the exception of 
murder, committed by Rumanian ciiizens 
or former -citzens. who. on the daie of 
publication of the Decree, are. residing 
abroad, are amnestied on condition that 
the persons concerned return to the 
Rumanian. People’s Republic not later 
than August 23, 1956, upon obtaining 
permission to do so. 

(b) Former Rumanian citizens, resid- 
ing at present outside the territory of the 
Rumanian People’s Republic, who benefit 
from the amnesty under the terms of the 
Decree, will regain their citizenship upon 
eniering the Rumanian People’s Repub- 
he. This apples also to the husband 
and to-any children under age who return 
to the Rumanian People’s Republic.

Bulgarian Note Awaited

The Bulgarian reply to the British 


Governments: Note protesting against 
the shooting down of the El Al air- 
craft 1s expected to arrive in London 
shortly from Sofia. where it was 
handed to the British .Chargé 
d Affaires last week-end.

Bulgaria prom:sed to pay compen- 
sation to the famhes of the victims, and 
it ts understood that Britain will press 
the matter so that relatives of British 
victims receive full compensation... This 
will be a matter for individual negotiation 
hetween the various Governments con- 
cerned, 

It is likely that the compensation to be 
paid by the Bulgarians will be according 
to imternational — precedent. Funds 
received by the Foreign Office will 
probably be divided among dependants 
of the victims. — 


MR. CECIL HYMAN 
IN LONDON 


South African F riendship 


for Israel

Mr. Cecil Hyman, who recently 
relinquished his post as Minister of 
Israel! to the Government of South 
Africa, has been jn London for a few 
days before leaving to take up his 
new diplomatic appointment as Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary and - Consul- 
General in New York. Mrs. Hyman 
will be following in three or four 
weeks. 

Mr. Hyman told me that. his relations 
with the Government of South Africa, 
both diplomatic and personal, were most 
cordial. The South African Government 
had a most sympathetic understanding 
of Isracl’s many. problems and would 
frequently go out of their way to be 
helpful. 

He also paid a warm tribute to the 
local Jewish community. They were 
acutely aware of the need for Jewish 
educauion, and in this connection Rabbi 
Kopul Rosen's recent visit had had a 
positive influence. 

Boih Mr. and Mrs. Hyman made it a 
point to visit as many Jewish communi- 
ties, and even individuals, as possible in 
outlying districts. This led to many 
imeresiing experiences. 

On one of their journeys they stopped 
at Aliwal North. Mr. Hyman began 


looking at the shops, seeking a Jewish 


name. when a man approached and asked 
if he could heip. “Pm, looking for 
Jews.” Mr. Hyman said...“ Well, my 
name's Cohen.” the man. reptied, and 
tonight. is Friday, so why not come to 


shool?” Mr. Hyman went gladly, and . 


introduced himself to. the minister... At 
the service. attended by the whole com- 
munity. Mr. Hyman heard melodies which 
he had last heard intoned by Chazan 
Katz 40 vears ago at the Great Syna- 
gogue. Duke's Place; London. The minis- 
ier told him that he, too. had learned 
them from Chazan Katz at Duke's Place. 
“And that’s where I know you.” he 
added. ‘ Your father [the late Rabbi 
Hyman] taught my father shechita.”’

In the midst of delightful country 


where the Kent landscape merges 


into that of Sussex, over a hundred 
Jewish girls from many parts of 
Europe are having a_ thoroughly 
enjoyable time. For it is at the 
famous Legat school for ballet 
dancing in Tunbridge Wells that the 
Beth Jacob Movement is holding its 
eighth annual summer camp. 

Its aim 1s io provide a holiday’ which 
would introduce the girls, many of whom 
come from a non-Orihodox background, 
to the Jewish way of life—in shori, not 


merely a Judaism “ without tears,” but 
a Judaism. with joy and fun. 


The camp, which began on August 2, 


will by. the end of the month have 


accommodated 110 girls—a junior group 
of 6S from jhe ages of seven to 12. and 
a scmior group of over 13 years of age, 
who will begin their holiday next week. 

Miss Rachel Sternbuch, Hon. Organ- 
iser and leader of the camp, told me that 
as only abou half of the girls could 
afford to pay the full amount for the 
holiday the Beth Jacob Movement had 
to subsidise the camp. 

When I visited the camp the other day 
] saw children from 1 rael, Swiizerland, 
and Holland. Among them was a charm- 
ing girl of 13 froma tittle Dutch town. 
During the war. when her parents were 


in German concentration camps, she . 


stayed with a Catholic family. Her 
father never. came back, and her mother 
married again. -Where they live there 
is no Jewish school, and she had to go 
first to a Catholic, and now to a Pro- 
tewtamt school, although her parents, she 
tells me, are quite froom. She liked the 


camp so much, and enjoyed the Jewish 
atmosphere among children of her own 
people so greatly that the does not wam 
to go back at all !

Housing Conditions in 
Israel

Flats being built in all the large. 


towns of Israel would bear comparison 
with the houses and flats being erected 
in the new towns of Britain, Mr. 
Joseph Weiner, head of the Housing 
Department of the Jewish Agency in 
Israel. told me in an interview. He 
has come to London for a short visit, 
together with Mr. H. Tolan, Executive 
Director of the Department. 

Mr. Tolan, I was informed, meets 
Prospective immigrants to discuss with 


them the possibility of adapting a house 
or a flat to suit family requirements. 


Flats Available 


The Israel flats, Weiner said, 
come under three categories: for a 
married couple with no children-—two 
rooms appreciably larger’ than the 
average in Britain; for a family with up 
to two children; and for a larger family 


or professional people, such as doctors, 


who wished to practise at home. Most 
of the flats were not available on rental 
but could be bought for prices ranging 
from 1£6,000 to £9,000 or £1,200 to 
£1,800. sterling, depending on. size and 
locality. 

With reference to employment, T was 
informed that Patwa took care of the 
needs ‘of professional people. Others 
could be found jobs through § other 
departmenis of the Jewish Agency in 
agriculture or in industry. There ‘was 
the pos ibility that ‘small businesses could 
be set up, but as the immigrants could 
not take more than £5,000 in. sterling 
with them, three or four families might 
combine to poo! their capital.

Director, expects. to siart 
with between 125 and 150 students, . 40 
per cent of them women. The university 
wil be. run. on co-educational lines, 
except for Jewish subjects. 

Most of the students are from Israel, 
but a few are Americans and Canadians, 
and one is an Arab. The Talmud, Bible. 
Hebrew literature, and Jewish history. wil! 
be compulsory subjects, and women are 
to study the Mishna. 
will be given in the first year, and a 
tutorial staff of 24 has already. :-been 
appointed. 

Dr. Churgin. expects the number. of 
students to. increase. to 600 within the 
next four years, when more: Buil dings are 
ready and increased staff taken on. 
Bogruth (israeli. matriculation), matricu- 
lation, or their. equivalent, and a similar 
standard of knowledge in Jewish subjects, 
are conditions of acceptance to the uni- 
versity. The curriculum is, in the: first 
place, drawn up for B.A. degrees. As 
at present planned, the. unrversity will 
not award rabbinical diplomas. Tuition 
fees are the same as.at the Hebrew Un- 
versity—I£200. annually or $350 for 
Americans. 

Because of the “ present trend among 
a large section of Israeh youth to be 
indifferent to, and even ashamed of, their 
Judaism.” Dr. Churgin told me, the uni- 
versity is an urgent necessity for Israel. 
lt is. he said. also essential for Jews 
abroad. If. he added, they had, for 
instance, even 
vears from England, “ how different. and 

improved, would be the leadership 
of the Anglo-Jewish community within 
ten years.”

Ex-Nazis’ Nostalgia 
From OTTO ZAREK 


BERLIN 

After a journey through the peace- 
ful, beautiful Rhine Valley, 1 took a 
short cut from Cologne to Hanover. 
Driving on some 12 miles I reached 
the township of Wipperfuerth, tucked 
away in the green hills, and as. both 
my car and I were tired, I stopped at 
the Hotel zum Ritter. It looked less 
‘knightly ” than countrified, a typical 


German rural inn. 


Everything was nice about tt—the 
room, the meal, and the people. When I 
signed the registration book in accord- 
ance with police requirements, the 
proprietor bowed to me because of my 
British passport, and soon 1 found myseli 
the centre . of attention from the 
Wipperfuerthers who happened (to come 
in the hotel's restaurant for a meal. 

‘How nice to have somebody here 
from England.” a former German 
P.O.W. said, and he could not pratse 
the kindness of the people and the 
British way of life too highly. Shorily 
afterwards, when a Frenchman and his 
small son appeared, direct from . Paris, 
he, too, was. drawn into the ‘conversa- 
tion, the beer flowed. and itt was like 
gathering of old friends.

ELECTIONS TO DEPUTIES’ COMMITTEES 


Method of Proportional 
Representation 


To the Editor of Tae JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—As 1 have carefully studied 
the method of Proportional Repre- 
sentation adopted three years ago by 
the Board of Deputies, and have per- 
sonally observed its working in 
another organisation, I wish to com- 
‘ment upon the perfectly fair, but 
somewhat misleading, letter of my 
good friend Mr. Percy Cohen. 


As Mr. Cohen was one of the 
leading negotiators during the crisis of 

¢ secessionists,” he will doubtless 
remember the report which was delivered 
to the Board of Deputies when a com- 
plete settlement was reached. One of 
the principal points in that report con- 
cerned the question of fair representation 
in committees to the different sections of 
the Board. We were then told that in 
the negotiations the question of 
so-called “ whips” or letters by groups 
of Deputies was raised in discussion. It 
was made clear on that occasion, as on 
all previous occasions, that no democratic 
procedure could preclude Deputies who 
think alike from meeting and circulating 


their members or others with recommen- 


dations as to 
committees. 

lt was then, however, suggested to the 
Board, as an agreed conciusion of the 
conference with the secesmonists, that we 
should introduce in, the elections to com- 
miti¢ees the method of proportional! 
represeniauon by transierable vote, and 
that by that method we were sure of a 
fair representation of all concerned. 
Since Mr. Cohen expressed himself 
on that occasion as completely satisfied 
with the results. of the conference, it 
would appear as if he now intends to 
go back ‘upon an agreement which has 
been accepied and wnplemented by al! 
pares concerned, 

What justificauon has Mr. Cohen 
eager for this change of front ? 


suitable candidates for 


r. Cohen quotes: the. results of 
the recent elections to the Board 
of Deputies Committees, and states 


that on the whole the Progressive Group 
hist secured $9 per cent. “Since it is weil 
known that the membership of the Pro- 
gressive Group is well over half. the mem- 
bership. of the Board, the result quoted 
by Mr. Cohen would appear to 
vindicate’ the fairness inherent in the 
proportional. representation system. In 
the case of committees where the Pro- 
gressive Group appear to have scored a 
higher percentage; if Cohen 
would refer to the results he would: find 
that in those committees most of the 
defeated candidates were also members 
of the Progressive Group. 
Mr. Cohen's complaimt 
distinguished members. of ‘the Board 
were jeft: out from the Progressive. list 
is untenable under the present conditions, 
When no group can secure on committees 
more than its. strength on the Board 
would warrant, the deletion of certain 
distinguished names from. a 
does. not affect their chances. in. the 
slightest, provided that those who share 
their. views would vote for instead 
of staying away on. a beautiful Sunday 
in July and expecting the. members of 
the Progressive Group who do attend 
assiduously to do their job for them. 
When Mr. Cohen. attempts — to 
give-a ruling “that the Zionist issue no 
onger exists.” he 4s, of ‘course. unwit- 
tingly, betraying an ignorance of. what 
Ziomsm siands for, which been 
frequentiv corrected at meetings of the 
Board. Zionism is not only the biniding 
of Israel, and even as to that there may 
still be plenty of scope for differences 
of opinion. “Zaonism is a philosophy of 
Jewish life, which, in the words of Herz], 
refers to the democratic government of 
Jewish communities: Zionism postulates 
a policy in regard to Jewish education; 
Zionism indicates a policy in regard to

foreign affairs. There is also the prob- 
lem of imternational Jewish organisation. 

Mr. Cohen may or may not 
agree with the policy advocated by the 
Zionist Progressive Group, but he is 
hardly justified in brushing aside al! these 
probiems in a summary manner by a 
simpic declaration that the issues do not 

In. conclusion, I am rather sorry that 
Mr. Cohen should have spoilt a 
perfectly reasonable argument by bring- 
ing in at very end a red herring 
which smacks of unfairness. Since 
could not find evidence to condemn the 
Progressive letter as constituting unfair 
pressure, such as is disallowed by the 
Constitution of the Board, he resorts to 
the next best and seeks to characterise 
the letter as “a form of subtle pres- 
sure.” Mr. Cohen knows perfectly 
well that the terms of the letter to which 
he referred were unexceptionable even on 
the highest possible standards. If that 
letter constitutes “ subtle pressure,” then 
what adjective would Mr. Cohen 
apply to his life's work in another 
organisation, where the voters are told 
far more directly and explicitly how 
they should exercise their vote? And 
let my good friend Mr. Cohen not 
rush into a lecture that one concerns 
Parliamentary elections and the ‘other 


concerns. Board of Deputies’ elections. - 


Elections are the same whether they are 
for the Board or for Parliament, and 
democratic principles are the same. Par- 
lhlamentary democratic practices are surely 
a good guide to democrats in all walks 
of life. 

When everything is said and done, no 
democratic’ system can be justified in 
preventing men and women who cherish 
the same. principles from combining 
together so as to further those. principles 
and to secure the election of candidates 
who are pledged to their implementation.

Nazi Atrocities Recalled 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
Sir,—In your editorial on the El Al 


disaster, in which 58 innocent lives 


were brutally destroyed, you conclude 
very wisely with the words: “a 
dreadful crime which will not easily 
be forgiven or forgotten.” I read these 
words very slowly and with emphasis. 


It is just over ten years since six million 
our brethren, everyone of them as 

innocent as those unfortunate El Al 
passengers, were eyen more brutally and 
systematically destroyed. Then, too, all 
of us who by the mercy of God survived 
were determined never to forgive or 
forget. We have applied the Lo tishkach 
to the Amalek of our own time. Yet, 
only ten years later, while thousands of 
our brethren still suffer and die as the 
result of these persecutions, the State 
of Israel is ready to enter into diplomatic 
relations with Germany. 

“It is only a matter. of weeks,” you 
reported recently, before a German 
Ambassador—together with a full staff of 
Nazis, or ex-Nazis, or sons or brothers 
They will 
undoubtedly be given a house in Jeru- 
salem, which will be regarded as 
“German soil” under international law. 
A piece of the Holy Land will be given to 
them. They will be afforded every diplo- 
matic privilege. They will be invited to 
join in the official celebrations of the 
State. We shall shake hands with them 
—‘ forgiven and forgotten,” that is what 
the handshakes will spell. 

As one of thousands. of concentration 
camp survivors, I ask you, Sir, has the 
Government of Israel the right to take 
this. step without consulting the opinion, 
and indeed the feelings, of the direct 
victims of Nazi Germany ? Is it really 
necessary, whatever the material induce- 
ments, to have a German Embassy in the 
Holy Land? How many times a day, 
do you think, the expression Sau-Jude 
will be spoken within the walls of that 
Embassy ? : 

Let this El] Al disaster serve as a 
reminder. We are not in a posHion to 
forgive, and we can certainly never forget.

SURVEY OF ANGLO-JEWRY 


Survival or Disintegration 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sik,—Please allow me to comment 
on the social survey, ““A Minority in 
Britain,’ in your July 29 issue. 

I feel that, due to my extensive travels 
and contacts throughout the country, | 
have some knowledge of. Anglo-Jewish 
problems. 

The findings of this survey that Anglo- 


Jewry is bound to disintegrate “ without 


the survival of Judaism in its. deepest 
religious sense,” is Obvious to any objec- 
tive observer, for the simple reason that 
all other so-called modern substitutes 
have neither real meaning nor significance 
to. usin fact, they lack completely his- 
torical justification. | 

The question one must pose is, has 
Anglo-Jewry the interest in its survival 
or do Jews prefer to drift until finally 
they disintegrate ? .From my observa- 
tions, I am happy to say that the indica- 
tions by and large are that the former 
is very much the case. Then the ques- 
tion arises, why does the scene look so 
unfavourable ? Perhaps if the surveyors 
had dealt extensively with this question 
some useful conclusions could have been 
drawn from. it. 

My personal opinion that our 
spiritual leadershyp has to a great extent 


to provide the answer to ths problem. | 


In the past it was they who, through per- 
sonal example, devotion, and inspiration 
produced generations as we know them 
to be. Can anybody seriously suggest 
that the modern ministry we know, even 
with their better secular education and 
training in elocution, are up to their task? 
Eloquence may impress, but seldom 
inspires. We have too long mistaken the 
shadow for the substance, and I must say 
that the so-called modern approach 
encourages cynicism. 

Perhaps we could learn from the survey 
that wst as all other new ideas, as 
wonderful as they may appear, cannot 
ensure Anglo-Jewish survival “ without 
the survival of Judaism in its deepest 
sense,”” so also I am afraid the modern 


ministry cannot provide the spiritual 


leadership we so direly need.

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ATOMIC ENERGY 


DURING what is normally a close season 
for politics, meetings which are fraught with 
great possibilities for good—or at least for 
the avoidance of immediate terror—for the 
human race, have been taking place on the 
subject of atomic energy. 
seen in London a World Conference of 
Scientists on that subject, and in Geneva 
there is proceeding an inter-Governmental 
Conference, at which 72 nations, from both 
sides of the Iron Curtain, are represented, 
on the Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy. 
At this gathering remarkable revelations 
have appeared of the extent to which it is 
likely that nuclear energy will be harnessed 
for peaceful purposes in the near future. 
Perhaps it is significant that the Geneva 
Conference coincides with another meeting 


in that city between representatives of the — 


Chinese and the United States Governments. 
The first diplomatic contacts between two of 
the world’s greatest Powers, after a period 
of near-war between them, may contribute 
to a relaxation of that tension between States 
which had turned the discovery of the 
potentialities of nuclear energy into a horri- 
fying threat of the instant extermination of 
the human race ‘instead of the means of 
enriching -the life of man to an extent 
paralleled: only by the Industrial Revolution. 

The projects of the little State of Israel 
itself show how atomic energy may be used 
to further the well-being of man. Atomic 
energy can be made a means of producing 
cheap electricity, and electricity not. only 


gives light and warmth and drives machinery. 


but can also be the means of working the 
pumps that: will fertilise land 
at present lying barren. - Britain, - which 


cannot make full use of the coal that lies. 


beneath its surface, looks to atom-driven 
power stations t6 solve its fuel problem ; 
and it is not difficult. to imagine how much 
more atomic power can mean to such a 
country as Israel, which up to the present 
has had to use imported fuel. Small wonder, 
therefore, that Israel, whose scientists have 
applied themselves closely to the solution of 
practical problems concerning the use of 
atomic energy, has sent a strong delegation 

Apart from the Israeli. contribution, the 
reports that have been published concerning 
recent discussions reveal that a large number 
of. individual’ Jews. from many countries 
are playing a full part. Yet it may be that 
it is on the moral side of the question that 
a distinctively Jewish voice needs to be 
heard. It will be recalled that but a month 
ago, on the eve the “Summit” Confer- 
ence, nine great scientists issued a statement 
which pointed out the meaning of atomic 
warfare in“ stark and dreadful and inescap- 
able terms” and in. sober language faced 
mankind with the likelihood that “a war 
with H-bombs might quite possibly put an 
-end to the human race.” The initiative in 
issuing that statement was taken jointly by 
Earl RUSSELL (BERTRAND RUSSELL) and the 
late ALBERT EINSTEIN, and it is a_ fitting 
epitaph to the career of a very great Jew that 
the moral problems arising from intellectual 
discovery formed the subject of the last 
utterance to which EINSTEIN gave his name. 

Judaism thinks of man as created in the 
image of God, and not as the plaything of 
blind forces. The horrifying results of the 
repudiation of the Jewish concept (even 


before the new potentialities of destruction’ 


by atomic power had become available) are 
seen in the laying waste of Europe by the 
Nazi war machine, in which scientific 
thoroughness, working with remorseless 
jogic, was not bound by any moral principle. 
And the Nazi holocaust brought home to 
Jews with such harrowing force the perver- 
sions to which the amoral application of 
science can lead that it is ummecessary to 
underline the Divine compassion for human 
life which Judaism teaches and bids all of 
us to emulate. Not the suppression of 
discovery but its dedication, 


This week has. 


‘universal application, 
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Judaism would have us seek, and the very 
massiveness of the apparatus forged by 
science brings out the littleness of unaided 
man, a child threatened by destruction from 
the toys which he does not know how to use. 


Man’s sense of his own littleness may not 
always express itself in theological language 
—the statement by the scientists from which 
we quoted earlier has been criticised because 
it referred to man as a biological. species— 
but it has produced a sense of awe, an 
absence of boasting, a_ self-questioning 
among men of science as much as among 
men of religion ; and in this humility there 
lies the hope that men will submit themselves 
to the control of principles more transcen- 
dental than their immediate desires. In 
Judaism those principles flow from a sense 
of dependence on a just and merciful God. 
In the daily Amida: we pray to Him for 
“knowledge, understanding, and discern- 
ment,” and never did mankind stand in need 
of these great qualities more than today, 
when the choice of “ life and good and death 


and evil” is squarely laid before it.

top. Could a University, College with a 
considerable degree of administrative and 
teaching autonomy, yet forming part of the 
Hebrew University, have satisfied the special 
purposes of the new institution without 
underlining its separatism ? 

On a different plane the question arises 
whether Israel can intellectually support a 
second university. It is more than a question 
of raising fine buildings—far richer countries 
feel the shortage of qualified university 
teachers (and of finance), and while we 
cannot claim that English practice is of 
we feel that the 
cautious advance to university status would 
have been more likely to guard the new 
institution against possible dangers to its 
academic standing. In this country, statutory 
sanction is not required for the conferment 
of degrees and diplomas ; but the possibility 
that competition might lead to a lowering 
of standards in Israel might necessitate 
Government intervention to preserve the 
country’s academic reputation. It is to be 
hoped that the devotion to the ideals of 
learning which have brought the Bar-Ilan 
University thus far will remain with its 
leaders and make of it one of the intellectual 
glories of the Jewish world.

IRON CURTAIN LOOPHOLE ? 


THERE is increasing, and indeed welcome, 
evidence that the thaw in Moscow's 
attitude towards the West is beginning to 
have some effect also on the position of Jews 
behind the Iron Curtain. In Warsaw, as 
our Special Correspondent reports, youth 


from many countries who had gathered at 


the Communist-sponsored Youth Festival 
paid spontaneous and collective tribute to 
the Jewish heroes of the Warsaw Ghetto. 
Then a report from Rumania states that a 


number of leading Zionists have been freed 
from gaol, where some of them have been 


~ held for many years on unproved charges 


of “ anti-State activities.” More significant 
still, there was a special meeting in Warsaw 
of Jewish youth attending the Festival, at 
which hundreds of delegates from behind the 
Iron Curtain, including a few from _ the 


U.LS.S.R., were told by Jewish Communist 


leaders in Poland of their desire to develop 
closer relations with the Jews in the West. 
Admittedly this is only what might have 
been expected after Geneva and the present 
transformation of Russian policy, Jewish 
Communists in Eastern Europe were bound 
to adopt the same attitude as that of the 
régime under which they. live. But there 
is much more to it than that. For the first 
time since the establishment during the war 
of the Soviet-sponsored Anti-Fascist Com- 
mittee Jewish spokesmen in Eastern Europe 
have been allowed to address themselves 
directly to. their brethren the West. 
They have thus, again for the first time in 
many years, been able to take an open 
interest in Jewish affairs and Jewish prob- 
lems in the outside world. It is no accident 
also that Hebrew was suddenly recognised, 
like English, French, and Russian, as one 
of the languages in which to publish a short 
history of Polish Jewry now being distri- 
buted among the foreign visitors in Poland. 
With policies such as those followed by 
Communist countries, based’ always on 
expediency, one should be cautious and not 
make any optimistic deductions. Yet it ts 


difficult not to accept all this as an additional 


sign of the new atmosphere prevailing in the 
East; So far only Polish Jews have been 
allowed to express their wishes. Russian 
Jews are still forced to maintain. silence. 
They are not yet permitted to establish any 
links with Jews in other countries, not even 
with those in the Russian satellite States. 
But perhaps the day may also come when 
they too will be allowed greater freedom 
to voice their Jewish sentiments and aspira- 
tions, the expression of which has been 
denied them so long and so ruthlessly. 


CLUB LEADERS 


THE complaints of a shortage of club 


workers voiced at the recent annual meeting 
of the Harold House Boys’ Club in Liver- 
pool are echoed in a letter from Hendon 
which we publish this week. The causes of 
this shortage are not far to seek. Today 
National Service takes an important slice 
out of a young man’s life ; opportunities for 
personal amusement are far greater ; and the 
assumption by the State of so much welfare 
work has lessened the impulse to. personal 
service. There will always be an important 
area of collective life which the State cannot 
fill, and this is especially so in regard to 
activities which have for their aim the preser- 
vation of principles and practices that are 
distinctive to a particular denomination: So 


far as our Own community is concerned, : 


even. if further professionalisation were 
desirable, the smallness of its’ numbers 
would make it difficult to provide scope for 
a cadre of trained social workers. And it 
is to be remarked that though the Jewish 
community of this country is second to none 
in its financial generosity, there is not always 
the same delight in personal service which 
other denominations can boast. In the boys’ 
and girls’ clubs, however, much outstanding 
work was done. In the past many. young 
men and women who later reached distinc- 
tion were initiated into public life by 
voluntarily serving the clubs ; and the com- 
radeship and knowledge of other people's 
problems which they learned there stood 
them in good stead in later life. For the 
benefits received by the givers, as well as 
for the immediate needs which require to 
be satisfied, it is to be hoped that the com- 
munity’s honourable tradition of club service 
will not be allowed to lapse.

The Mermaid Man. The Autobiography of 
Hans Christian Andersen. A new abridged 


translation by MAuRICE MICHAEL, 
Barker. 16s.

The title of the first book raises the question 
whether the dust-jacket is a part—and an 
indispensable and permanent one at that—of a 
book, It is only from the flap of the dus- 
jacket that one can find out why such a strange 
title was given to this new edition of Hans 
Andersen's autobiography, which Andersen 
himself called “The Fairy Tale of My Life.” 
The book, like the Danish original, does not 
contain any reference to “ The Little Mermaid ” 
which Andersen wrote in 1837, a few years 
after Louise Collin, whom he loved and wanted 
to marry, became engaged to another man. 
Besides poems, plays, novels, travel books. and 
essays, Andersen wrote more than 160 stories. 
many of them. more. popular and better liked 
than “ The Little: Mermaid.” It is, therefore. 
doubtful whether it was a good idea to labe! 
the poet by singling out this story. 

The translation is an abridged one, and Mr. 
Michael claims that he retained al\ the 
essential parts of the original, its style and 
flavour. However, by omitting the first 
sentences of the original, the flavour of 
Andersen’s writing is lost from the start. The 
opening sentence which Andersen wrote, “ My 
life is a lovely story, so rich and very happy.” 
creates the atmosphere which Andersen needed 
for his life-story, which is in no way a docu- 
mentary one but as a .poet sees it retrospec- 
tively or wants his readers to see it. It is also 
episodes’ which are omitted, 
Andersen’s reaction, to criticism and ridicule, 
his great appreciation of a little kindness and 
thoughtfulness, which yet are so characteristic 
of him that the Andersen who emerges from 
Mr. Michael’s book seems to be somewhat 
different. from the Andersen one used to know, 
Andersen wrote his autobiography in 1846 and 
extended it twice, in 1855 and 1867: The cuts

the story progresses, and from the later years 
only.a skeleton story is left; e.g., names like

Jewish Connections 
The publishers’ choice to start a new series 


of biographies, “ The Stratford Library,’ with 
Miss Godden’s book on the great Danish poet 


was a very happy and appropriate one as the 


book came out in. time for the celebration of 
the 150th anniversary of Andersen's birth, 
Since the first English biography of Andersen, 
by R. Nisbet Bain, appeared (1895). there have 
been. quite a few books on his life, most of 
them bigger than the -present little one but 
hardly any written with so much love and 
understanding as Miss Godden’s. Much ol! 
Andersen's writings was autobiographical, and 
Miss Godden mixes very happily. her own 
narrative with quotations from Mr. R.. P. 
Keigwin’s translations of Andersen’s fairy tales. 
This -makes fascinating reading and . brings 
Andersen's personality, with all his whims but 
also with his great charm, nearer to the reader's 
mind and heart than a purely ‘scholarly bio- 
graphy would do. In contrast to Mr. Michael's 


book, it acknowledges the prominent rdéle the 


two Jewish families, Melchior and Henriques, 
played in the later years of Andersen's life. 

A regrettable slip on page 178, where = the 
title of one of Andersen’s novels is given as 
“The Four Baronesses” instead of “~The [wo 
Baronesses.” should be corrected in the next 
edition which, it is hoped, will soon be 
necessary. The new edition should then aiso 
be furnished with the index which is so useful 
in the American edition of this delightful book.

Britain: An Official Handbook. The Central

This is a volume of over 300 well-prinied 
pages giving factual information about Great 
Britain, its people, its institutions, and its 
culture. The book was first published in | 946 
for free distribution overseas and was reissued 
annually. In 1952 it became available for sale 
in North America and last year also in Great 
Britain. 

The latest edition, that for 1955, is now being 
translated into Hebrew by Massada for publi- 
cation in Israel. The English edition is also 
being taken as a model for the new Official 
Handbook of Israel to be issued by the Govern- 
ment of Israel early next year.

And nearly 
another thousand million dollars 
has been granted Israel by foreign 
Governments and institutions affili- 
ated to them. It is to be expected 
that foreign Government aid will 
decrease and the financial contribu- 
tion from Jewish communities 
abroad will continue. The latter 
will thus become the decisive factor, 

Two thousand million dollars in 
seven years IS not a small sum, even 
when we consider the mass immi- 
eration Of seven hundred thousand 
peopie and the inevitable expenditure 
for security needs. Opinion is some- 
what divided as to what proportion of 


the. sum-total went into investments 


and what share into current consump- 
tion without providing any increase in 
the nation’s wealth. Mr. D. Horowitz. 
President of the Bank of Israel, esti- 
mated some time ago that 45 per cent 
went into investments and the rest into 
current consumption and public ser- 
vices. One should not forget that the 
term “investments”: also includes 
housing projects, construction. of 
Government and public buildings. and 
barren investments that are unlikely 
ever to produce any income. If we 
limit the concept “investments” to 
strictly productive enterprises, the 
total will be nearer to 20 or 25 .per 
cent of all foreign aid. . 
A Negative Influence 


The influence of foreign philan- 


‘thropic aid. without co-respons:bility 


on the part of the contributors is nega- 
tive also on some social aspects of life 


in Israel. The availability to Govern- . 


ment authorities and. a few pubiic 
institutions. of considerable sums of 
money not deriving from the tax- 
payers. in Israel increases the authori- 
tarian tendencies of the ruling bodies. 
Such tendencies are jn evidence in our 
days in many nations. They are being 
fostered. by. the concentration... of 
economic. power, by. the bureau: 
cratically managed, mass organisa- 
tions, and by the spiritual. weariness 
and social. disillusionment of modern 
man. But when Government authori- 
ties and mammoth. organisations are 
more dependent, and frequently so, on 
the decisions of citizens and their 
organic groupings, authoritarian ten- 
dencies meet with effective resistance. 
However, when the governing set-ups 
and the mass organisations are relieved 
of any pressure and supervis:on on 
the part. of the citizens, and the 
stronger political parties increase their 
hold over ever-widening economic and 
social fields and achieve contro! over 
the possibilities of livelihood and self- 
advancement for the individual, their 


power becomes increasingly oppres- 


sive, As the féar of that power 
spreads, the liberties of the citizen 
shrink. Signs of it all are becoming 
even more evident in Israel. Indeed, 
Dr. Isaiah Leibovitz and David Ben- 
Gurion have repeatedly drawn. the 
atiention of the country to the pheno- 
menon of .“ party totalitarianism.” 
What is the nature of this “ party 
totalitarianism °°? It is a typically 
Israeli phenomenon, and since it has 


no exact parailel elsewhere it would | 


be difficult for an outsider to recognise 
it, to identify. it. and: appreciate. its 
grave dangers. The political parties 
in Israel carry on many non-pol'tical 
activities: . directly and _ officially 
through institutions affiliated to the 


party, and indirectly and unofficially. 


through various set-ups formally auto- 
nomous, but in reality subject to 
efficient party rule and co-ordination. 
The “ General Zionist Housing Pro- 
ject” is. representative of the first 
type: “Solel Boneh” jis a striking 
example of the second type. The

realms embraced by the political party 
include economic enterprises, credit, 
housing, employment, promotion, 
sport, etc. The more important posi- 
tions in the Government service and 
in the Histadrut (or in the Farmers’ 
Association) are subject to the decisive 
pressure of party machines. The 
economic priorities dependent on the 
Government—on its budgets, its under- 
takings, its system of issuing licences, 
etc.—are activised by permanent 
party pressure. The longer a party 
has been in power and the larger its 
representation in the Government, the 
more far-reaching are the benefits that 
“its” enterprises derive from. the 
Government. At times, the very 
existence of some of these enterprises 
depends on constant feeding by 
Government institutions: - without 
favouritism and “ protectionism” they 
could not exist at all. Needless to 
say, tens of thousands of citizens find 
themselves entirely dependent on the 
party set-up, whose top level controls 
at one and the same time the part, 
organisation, the non-Governmenta! 
economic and social bodies which are 
close’ to the party, and also. the 
“share” of the party in the Govern- 


ment itself (including the higher levels 


of civil service). | 
‘Most political parties in Israe]— 
including Mapai, the Socialist Party 
—oppose the transfer to the State or 
to the municipalities of social services 
and economic enterprises which are 
under their control (though some of 


- these enterprises partake of a monopo- 


listic character). The political oligar- 


chies prefer to control their enterprises. 


without * outside ” interference. 
demanding, of course, the largest pos- 
sible financial aid from. the Govern- 
ment. 
A Bureaucratic Body 

The fundamental difference between 
the “classical” totalitarian tendency 
(characteristic of the first half of the 
twentieth century) and the. quasi- 
authoritarianism jn Israelis. self- 
evident in two things: (a) the classical! 
totalitarian party strove to transfer the 
maximum of power positions to the 
Government, with the é€xpress aim of 
becoming the sole ruler through its 
absolute control over the State. The 
powerful Israeli. party strives to con- 
centrate in its own hands the maxi- 
mum of economic and organisational 


power, since it does not hope to 
eliminate all the other. parties. It 


seeks to achieve control over the 
economy and the population through 
the combination of its influence in the 
Government and over non-govern- 
mental bodies which are subject to its 
own. authority ; (b) since the Israeli 
political order presupposes the exis- 
tence of various political parties—-and 
no party has.so. far achieved an 
absolute electoral majority—the main 
party is obliged to share: with most of 


‘the other parties the same type of — 


Government benefits. which it enjoys 
(of course. allowing them a= smaller 
share). Therefore. the other parties 
follow increasingly in the footsteps of 
the maior party—e.. they, too, 
round themselves with economic enter- 
prises, social service agencies, urban 
and rural settlement bodies, etc. Al! 
these serve the party and are depen- 
dent on it at one and the same time. 

This process. exerts an influence 
which. is causing the Israeli political 
partv to lose some of its democratic 
guality and to hecome.a rigid bureau- 
cratic body. The nartv. leadership is 
not dependent primar'ly on its mem- 
bership for financial means. Indeed. 
the annual budeet of the maior pol'ti- 
cal partv—which is a strictly guarded 
secret—-for. administration and con- 
struction. press and nropaganda. train- 
ing institutions and foreign missions. 
absorption and “control.” runs into 
seven figures (even apart from Knesset

elections). © The share in jt of the 
party membership is rather modest, 
while. the secret allotments received 
from the economic enterprises con- 
nected with the party constitute the 
lion's share of that budget, 

In the circumstances, not only do 
the rank and file of the party fee! 
themselves dependent in many ways 
on the party management, but even 
those who are able to secure their 
economic existence and social status 
without the party's assistance dare not 
easily oppose the “ genera] party line’ 
out of fear of pressure and vengeance. 
Indeed, the: party leadership feels so 
utterly free as at times to show dis- 
regard even for the forms. of a demo- 
cratic set-up. Thus Mapai (the major 
Socialist party), for instance, has not 
he:d a general party convention since 
1950, without eliciting any effective 
protest from within the party; the 
delegates to the last General Zionist 
convention were not elected by the 
membership. but appointed “ by con- 
sent” of the various groups repre- 
sented at. the party's headquarters: 
and the last Mizrachi convention was 
held in strict secrecy. 


Authoritarian Tendencies 


However, it_is not necessary for the 
party management to disregard the 
forms of democracy in order to assert 
its power over the membership. The 
essence of the authoritarian tendencies 
of the Israeli. political parties: is inti- 
mately linked with the attempt to 
preserve the structures of democracy 
and at the same time to empty out 
of them most of the processes which 
are likely to impugn the power of the 
supreme -party bureaucracy. 

Foreign aid as. it is now given and 
administered increases the authori- 
tartan. tendencies and facilitates the 
suppression of the foundations of free- 
dom and civil initiative in Israeli 
societ). The. contributions of world 
Jewry. directly. reach the Israel 
Government..or the management of 
the Jewish Agency (which is connected 
with the Government). It is. this 
foreign aid that enables both. the 


Government and =the 


non-govern- 
mental bodies to maintain heavily 
over-staffed set-ups which in turn help 
to aggravate the dependence of the 
citizen on the party bureaucracy, Like- 
wise, these means encourage the exis- 
tence in duphecate and even in tripii- 
cate of insinutions and offices—so 
long as there is a party interest in 
their existence—-serving one and. the 
same purpose (as, for instance, in the 
Government, the Jewish Agency, and 
the Histadrut). And it js thanks to 
the funds from abroad that 1s so 
easy to divert unchecked—through 
devious channels-—large sums 
money into party coffers and. allied 
institutions. If the Government, the 
public bodies. and the political parties 
had to support their respective staffs 
and their propaganda and supervisors 
set-ups only on the taxes of the 
citizens of Israel. the fesistance of the 
citizenry would have long since forced 
a considerable reduction jn those set- 
ups and ensured for itself a more 
liberal régime. 


Bitter lrony 


There is bitter irony in the fact that 
the Western Jewish communities 
which constitute in their respective 
countries: a militant hberal force in 
the struggle against the authoritarian 
tendencies of modern tmes, are 
unconseous!y jnsirumental in promot- 
ing in. Israel. those. very processes 
whicn they would. probably combat 
in tbeir own milieu 
fhe continuation of. Jewish aid to 
without partic. pation in respon- 
sibilitv on the part. of the contributors 
is bound to. Vitiate. the relahonship 
between Israel! and the Diaspora. As 
the absence continues of. instruments 
for joint planning and supervision, the 
unproductive use of the financial aid 
increases and impairs the development 
of the Ixraeh economy in accordance 
with its: true possibilities. In. conse- 
quence, the. Israel: Government finds 
it imperative to turn to the Diaspora 
for more and more assistance. Though 
this assistance be given: willingly and 
generously, the repeated demands for 


it are not likely to enhance the prestige 


of Israel in the eyes of the Jews in 
the Diaspora. 

There is also another side to the 
story. The Israeli community expects 
from the Diaspora a concerted effort 
to bear its share in the butiding up 
of the country. The Israeli com- 
munity does not, however, accept, 
from world Jewry the attitude of a 
kindly “ rich uncle who gives charity 
to some needy relatives bot who is not 
inclined to assume any responsib:lity 
for the effects of his donation. Ihe 
rciuctance [to Share  responsipility 
manifest in this attitude is not designed 
fo increase appreciation and fespect 
on the part of the citizens of Israel 
for the contributing Jewish communi- 
ties in the Diaspora. 

Demands on World Jewry 


There was no need for sich a 
development and there is. certainly no 
need tor Ws continuation jn the future, 
As foreign ad from (Governments 
(U.S.A. grants-1n-aid and German 
reparations) decrease, the demands 
on world Jewry may have to increase, 
Ihe latter may sooner. or later begin 
to wonder at the philanthropic 
demands made upon'it. Would st not 
be wiser {© prevent this course of 
events? It is still possible to estab- 
lish Jewish aid to Israel on phew 
foundations of mutual respect and 
consideration. If world Jewry can be 
led to feel more responstble for the 
development of Israel, tis financra! ard 
would become considerably more pro- 
ductive and purposeful The over- 
lapping institutions. and staffs would 
be consolidated. The Governnr ot of 
Israc] would be able to assert more 
strongly its influence Against imerested

Belgian Zionists’ Difhculties 


FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 


HERE are few subjects that 
Jews in Belgium discuss with 
greater heat than the future of 
Zionism. Ever. since the abortive 
Brussels Conference last November, 
when Zionists from London made 


a vain attempt to bring about closer . 


co-operation with those on the Con- 
tinent, the problem has _ been 
anxiously pondered over, not only 
by Zionist leaders but also. by 
ordinary Jews, and in Brussels, 
Antwerp, or even in the smaller 
Jewish communities it continues to 
be a main topic of conversation. 


As with Zionists elsewhere, and, 
indeed. the majority of Jews, the devo- 
tion of some 30,000 Belgian Jews to 
Israel 18. unquestionable. Zionist 
gatherings are fairly well attended, 
much. better than, for instance, in 
France, and contributions to Zionist 
funds are on an increasing scale. But, 
as in other countries, Belgian Zionists 
are split into a number of factions. 
rivalry. between them being keen and 
often even bitter. 

This rivalry, according to many 
Jewish leaders, is having a detrimental 
effect on hachshara and the emigration 
of youth to Israel. Of some 4,000 young 
Jewisii boys and girls.in Belgium today, 
fewer than 400 are stated to be engaged 
in chalutzrut, and the number of those 
emigrating to Israel is declining. This, 
in turn, is also responsible for the 
growing tendency towards assimilation, 
another sore problem facing this small 
Jewish community, particularly in the 
larger cities, where increased wealth and 
a rapidly expanding economy enables 
Jewish youth to independent too 
early and to leave home, frequently 
breaking — from parents’ traditions 
and way of life. 

In order to coumteract these evils and 
overcome factional rivalry, there is a 
movement afoot in Belgium to evolve a 


new kind of Zionism, which would have 


the effect of giving the movement the status 
of an association of “ friends of Israci” 
undivided by party allegiance. The 


founder of this movement and its. most 
outspoken advocate ~.Dr Chaim 
Perelman, Professor of Philosophy at the 
Eree Brussels Universty. As a practical 
way out of Zionist party strife Professor 
Perelman suggests the creation: of a 
Single association comprising all lovers 
of Israel... It would be free from party 
rivalry, which he considers to. be greatly 
detrimental to the cause of Israel.

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Obituary 
DR. MOSHE KEREN 


Dr. Moshe Keren, a former Coun- 
sellor to the Israeli Embassy in Lon- 
don, died suddenly on Monday, at the 
age of 54, in Diisseldorf, Germany, 
where he was Visiting his aged mother 
and his sister. 

He was born in 
Berlin and before 
his. departure for 
Palestine, in 1934, 
studied philosophy 
at the universities 2 
of Heidelberg and 
Gottingen. He 
edited the Berlin 
daily paper, Vos- 
SISCHE ZEITUNG. 
During the Second 
World War he was 
a — hy a Jew- 
ish R.A.S.C. unit 
attached to. the Dr. M. Keren 
Fighth Army. He enlisted in the Israeli- 
Arab War, but was released on his 
appointment as Public Relations Officer 
of the Provisional Government. Later he 
returned to the editorial board of the 
daily paper, HAARETZ, and worked as a 
journalist until he became qa member of 
the Diplomatic Service in 1949. In 
September of that year he was appointed 
Counsellor to the Israeli Legation in 
Washington, and in October, 1951, was 
transferred to London as Counsellor ‘to 
the Israeli Legation here. 

In June, 1953, Dr. Keren left Britain 
for Israel to resume his journalistic career, 
and at the time of his death was the 
chief leader-writer on HAARETZ and a 
Deputy Chairman of the Israeli 
Journalists’ Association. 

He is survived by his wife, son, and 
daughter.

CO-PILOT OF WRECKED 
EL AL PLANE 


Mr. Pinchas Ben-Porat

Na’an mourn the loss of one of Israel's 
most distinguished airmen, Pinchas Ben- 
Porat, co-pilot of the El Al Constellation 
brought down by the Bulgarians. 

“He was a veteran of Palmach’s * Air 
Arm, a small group of. pilots who later 
formed the Israeli Air Force during the 


Arab-Israeli war, most of whom lost 


their lives during the fighting. He was 
the last of the veterans and. was about 
to receive Israel's highest flying rank 
when he met his cruel death. 

* His many daring exploits during the 
War earned him the reputation of. a 
hghter pilot of great distinction. The 
idealistic spirit. with which he was 
imbued characterised not only his volun- 
leer service in the Palmach but also his 
membership in the Kibbutz. Hameuchad. 
Na‘an, his home, the first kibbutz to be 
founded 30 years ago by Israeli labour 
youth, knew him as a devoted and active 
member in spite of the frequent absences 
occasioned by his work as an Ej Al 
Pilot: and as a member of Achdut 
Avoda, whose ranks include many of 
the former Palmach members, he was 
equally valued.

INTENSIFYING ALIYA 
FROM THE WEST 


Proposals for Actions 
Committee 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Increased attention to aliya from 
the Anglo-Saxon countries is to be an 
important aspect of the deliberations 
of the Zionist Actions Committee at 
its meeting in Jerusalem on August 
23, Dr. S. Levenberg, representative 


of the Jewish Agency in Britain, stated | 


last week on the eve of his departure 
to attend the meeting, 

Dr. Levenberg said that new plans for 
the absorption of English-speaking immi- 
grants would be presented. to the meet- 
ing. The Zionist. leadership’ was 
determined to tackle the problem with 
greater vigour than hitherto. 

The principal task of the Actions Com- 
mittee meeting, which would be atiended 
by Zionist leaders from all -over’ the 
world, he went on, would be to. make 
arrangements fot the next World Zionist 
Congress. The composition of the 
Congress would be decided through elec- 
tions in the various countries. At present 
the Shekel campaign was being conducied 
in SS countries. 

The Actions Committee, he continued, 
would also discuss various proposals for 
changes in the organisational sphere. ° At 
present the organs of the World Zionist 
Movement were being elected on the 
basis of a “ party-key.” It was widely 
held, however, that regional representa- 
tions merited greater consideration. Many 
Zionist ‘leaders Wanted to see wider 
opportunities for constructive work by 


~non-party Zionists in the jeadership. of 


the movement. In that connection. .the 
Actions Committee would consider the 
position of Wizo. 


- Wider Political Issues 


Turning. to the wider political issues 
before the Actions Commiitee,. Dr, 
Levenberg said that the meeting would 
be. held under the impact of the general 
political sMtuation in and around Israel. 
The Political Commission would hear 
from Mr. Sharett-a detailed report on the 
laiest developments in that sphere. It 
would also consider the implications. of 
the recent Summit Conference. with 
regard to the Middle-East, and’ discuss 
public relations work in the U-S.A., the 


British Commonwealth, and other coun-- 


tries. would.devote particular atten- 
tion to the supply of arms to the Arab 
States and the position: on. the borders 
of Israel 

One of the main issues. to be con- 
sidered would be the situation in North 
Africa, in-the hght of the latest political 
developments in that region. The Com- 
mittee would also discuss the -possibility 
of expediting aliya from Eastern Europe.

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Looking at Each Other

O you think, generally speak- 
ing, that Scotsmen are 
mean, Irishmen quarrel- 

some, Americans boastful? If so, 
then you are setting up for yourself 
what are called, in an article in the 
Unesco publication, COURIER, 
* National Stereotypes.” Mr. Otto 


Klineberg, the author of the article, 


who has lectured on the subject in 
London, believes that there are few 
“who have not suc- 
cumbed to the temptation to 
stereotype nations.” 


He refers in the course of the article 
to a test carried out in 1932 by. Katz 


and Braly connection’ with 
stereotypes’ held by Princeton 
University students.” Each student 


was given a list of traits and a list 
of nationalities. and he had to select 
the five traits which he regarded as 
characteristic of ‘each national or 
racial group. 
The results 
opinion of 
students, the 
tifically-minded., 


indicated that, in. the 
the majority of these 
Germans are scien- 

industrious, and 
the Irish pugnacious, quick- 
tempered, and witty; the English 
sportsmanlike, intelligent. and conven- 
tional; and the Jews shrewd, mer- 


cenary, and industrious. 


A recent study of the “ stereoty pes Ks 
of German students revealed compar- 
able results ; 
study conducted ijn nine countries in 
1948 and 1949, under the auspices of 
Unesco, showed that “such stereo- 
typed thinking could easily be elicited 
almost anywhere.” i 

More recently—indeed, only last 
week—a similar survey has been 
carned out by the HERALD, 
which jssued to its readers a ques- 
tionnaire on the subject of. intolerance 
and racial prejudice. Here the results 
were somewhat different from those 


elicited from the American and Ger-- 


man tests. 
“ Active Dislike ” for Jews 


Of all those questioned, about 57 
per cent disliked some foreigners— 
the Germans easily heading the list. 
So far as Jews are concerned, twelve 
out of every hundred readers of the 
DatLy HERALD “actively dislike ” 
them, on the grounds that they are 
* selfish,” “ greedy,” and “ parasites.” 
But 52 per cent liked all Jews, and 
more than half would approve of their 
son or daughter marrying a Jew. (The 
Jewish reaction to this particular prob- 
lem has, apparently, not been. tested.) 

So far as purely religious prejudice 
is concerned, much the greatest hos- 
tility (on the part of Dairy HERALD 
readers) is directed against 
Catholics. 

There is, of course, no denying Mr. 
Klineberg’s statement that there is a 
possibility that stereotypes may 
develop. without any kernel of: truth 
whatsoever; and such fantasies are

as deplorable as they are potentially 
dangerous. But the author goes on 
to say that “ stereotyped think: ng may 
be almost inevitable, but there is good 
evidence that it can at least be 
reduced, if not eliminated.” From 
the context it is clear that he means 
it. should be reduced. And one 
wonders why. 

Apart from the generalisation that 
it is dangerous to generalise (an 
apophthegm that would deny the 
validity. of the whole of organised 
science), there seems little reason why 
one should not note objectively. the 
fact that the majority of persons 
belonging to certain groups tend to 
display particular characteristics. The 
danger. begins to arise only when we 
attribute these characteristics to all 
of them without exception (“all Irish- 
men are pugnacious”’), or when we go 
further and draw from these observa- 
tions conclusions that are not logically 
valid: 

For example, some of the Amer:can 
studs nts examined came to the con- 


clusion that Negroes are superstitious. 


It is far from unlikely that superstition 
is commoner among the coloured 
peoples of America than among the 
whites. But the conclusion to be 
drawn is not that superstition. is 
evidence of Negro “ inferiority.”. but 
that it is a weed that will flourish 
among any people who do not enjoy 
full educational opportunities. 


Product of History 


Jews, who are “ shrewd, mercenary, 
and industrious,” do not come off so 
badly. Shrewdness and _ industrious- 
ness are virtues ; and as for being mer- 
cenary, it was pointed out by Dr. 
Johnson that “there are few ways in 


which .a man can be more innocently 


employed than in getting money.’ 
‘But even if Jewish shrewdness, interest 
in money, and industry should be 
carried to the point where they cease 
to be virtues, it is as illogical as it is 
unfair to describe these characteristics 
s “Jewish.” They are—if. indeed, 
they exist at all—the product of 
Jewish history ; and Jewish history ts 
the result of the activities of non-Jews 
at least as much as of those of Jews. 
When the Jews of England were 
barred from every 
than that of money-lending, it was 
unreasonable as well as tautological 
to talk of “ Jewish money-lenders.”’ 
So. while admitting that racial, reli- 
gious. and social groups have. recog- 
nisable characteristics, we must be 
wary of drawing far-reaching conclu- 
sions from that fact. Perhaps that is 


a little didactic. But, then, I accept 
the “stereotype” that Jews are 
didactic.

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WORLD HEBREW CONGRESS 
Ten Participants From Britain

JERUSALEM, Thursday 


Resolutions setting out financial 


arrangements to organise the study of 


Hebrew in Israel and the Diaspora ; 
plans to circulate Hebrew books ; and 
measures to further Hebrew education 
among women and youth are expected 
to be passed at the Second World 
Hebrew Congress, which opened on 
Monday and is due to end today. 


The Congress was held here under the 
joint auspices of the Jewish Agency 
Yepartment for Education and Culture 
in the Diaspora and the World Hebrew 
Union. 

Some 250 delegates participated in the 
congress, including ten from Britain. 
Other countries represented, apart from 
Isracl, were the U.S.A., Australia, South 
Africa, France, Canada, Argentina, 
Chite, Austria, Belgium, Italy, Denmark, 
Holland, Turkey, and Greece. There 
were also two North African delegates. 

President Ben-Zvi and other speakers 
at the opening session stressed the strong 
ink created by Hebiew among Jews 
everywhere. 

Mr. Moshe Sharett. the Israch Premier, 
set before the congress two tasks-—those 
of spreading Hebrew both im Israel and 
abroad. 


Mr. Joseph Sprinzak, greeting the 
congress delegates on behalf of the 
Knésset, said that Yiddish and Ladino 
had performed important tasks in the 
past, but the future of the Jewish people 
was bound up with that of Hebrew 
cuhure. | 

Other speakers were Dr. A. Tarta- 
kower, on behalf of the World Jewish 
Congress, and Professor S. Mirsky and 
Mr. Samuel Borowsky, on behalf of the 
American delegation. 

Mr. David Ben-Gurion, addressing the 
Congress on Tuesday night, gave a warn- 
ing that there would be air estrangement 
between Isracl and the Diaspora unless 
aliya was increased and Hebrew educa- 
tion furthered. He spoke of a “ pull 
away from Jewishness”’ which was 
inevitable in a non-Jewish environment, 
and said that only within the framework 
of self-Government within the borders 
of the national homeland was a complete 
expression of a people's culture possible. 
_ Professor B. Dinur, the Israeli Minister 
of Education, gave a detailed survey of 
the development of Hebrew education 
in Israel. Twenty-two per cent of tie 
population, he said. were pupils, and he 
forecast the passage of a Bill through. the 
Third Knesset to raise the school-leaving 
age to I8. 

Professor Abraham Katsch, of New 
York, proposed the ‘establishment of a 
$5,000,000 fund for the advancement. of 
Hebrew education.

Hammarskjoeld’s Report 
on Middle East

In the past year the situation in. 


Palestine has continued to be a major 
concern of the United Nations, says 
Mr. Dag Hammarskjoeld, the U.N. 
Secretary-General, in the introduction 
to his report to the forthcoming 
session of the United Nations General 
Assembly, 

The report, issued here this week, said 
that the armistice régime must be main- 
tained and strengthened so long as. the 
goal of real peace in the Palestine area 
was not yet within reach. 

The Security Council had unanimously 
endorsed proposals of the Chief of Staff 
for easing the tension and for making 
more effective the. administration. of the 
armistice régime along the demarcation 
jines. regret to report,”..said Mr. 
Hammarskjoeld, ** that, despite the efforts 
of the Secretary-General and the Chief 
of Staff, these proposals have not yet 
been” put’ into. effect.” 

It should be one of the principal objec- 
tives of the United Nations in the coming 
year so to influence conditions in_ the 
area aS to create a basis on which the 
parties might find it possible to consider 
a more lasting settlement. as 

Referring to the Arab refugee question, 
Mr. Hammarskjoeld said that even a 
partial. solution of their problem might 
well be the beginning of a general stabili- 
sation of conditions in the area. Projects 
such. as those for the development of the 
Jordan River for power and irrigation 
were in. this respect of the greatest 
interest, as they might provide a_ better 
basis for a solution: than.so far had 
been available. 

He expressed “ great regret

CREATING BETTER UNDERSTANDING OF U.N.

| GENEVA 
The United Nations Department of 
Public Information convened a 
General Conference of Non-Govern- 
mental Organisations here last week. 
All N.G.Os—including those without 
consultative status—in regular contact 
with the Department, were invited. 
_ The subjects of the conference were: 
(1) What do people think about the 
United Nations its tenth 
anniversary ? What can be expected 
from the N.G.Os. for the establishment 
of a better understanding of U.N. ?; and 
(2) Information on the Conference on 
the Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy. 
The Co-ordinating Board of Jewish 
Organisations (composed of the Board 
of Deputies, South African Board of 
Deputies, and the B'nai B'rith) partici- 
pated and was represented by Mr. Barnett 
Janner, M.P., the President of the Board, 
and Dr. Warburg. The Ort was repre- 
sented by Mr. V. Grossmann. Numerous 
other organisations representing different 
roups participated, there being delegates 
rom the, United States, Sweden, Greece, 


Liberia, and many countries of Western 
Europe. 


The Department of Public Information 
asked five organisations representing 
different: groups and aspects to’ read 
Papers on the questions raised in the first 
point of the Agenda.. Mr. Janner read 
such a paper, as did representatives of 
the United Nations Associations, the 
Christian Trade Unions, the Red Cross 
Societies, and the Catholic Women’s 
Organisations. 

Mr. Janner expressed the view that the 
comparative fathure of ‘the Security 
Council and disappointments in the fields 
of human rights, prevention of discrimina- 
tion and protection of minorities, had 
led to a certain cynicism among sections 
of thg people in many countries. The 
“ great and often thrilling successes” in 
other fields of U.N. work, such as thai 
performed by Unicef, the World Health 
Organisation, the Technical Assistance 
Agency, and the refugee organisations, 
were often litthe known to the masses, 
who could not be expected to read pon- 
derous reports of hundreds of pages. It 
was one of the tasks of the N.G.Os. and 
of the Department of Public Information 
to extract the more stirring parts of these 
reports, which could catch the imagina- 
tion of the people. 

In his statement Mr. Janner also 
emphasised the interest of Jews all over 
the world in the United Nations. 


DEADLOCK AT GAZA 
TALKS

JERUSALEM 

Egyptian and Israeli representatives 
held two further meetings this week to 
discuss measures to ease tension along 
the Gaza area, but they failed to reach 
agreement on two points connected 
with the proposed local commanders 
agreement, that of direct telephone 
communication and the attendance of 
United Nations observers at meetings 
of commanders. _ 

At the suggestion of General Burns, the 
U.N. Chief of Staff, delegates will con- 
sult their respective Governments in an 
attempt to break the deadlock, and a 
further meeting will be held on August 19. 

The. Israeli delegate, Mr. Joseph 
Tekoah, maintained that direct telephonic 
communication would be the most eflec- 
tive method of preventing border inc- 
dents or dealing with them if. they 
occurred. According to an Israeli spokes 
man, General Burns supporied this view, 
but Colonel Gohar, the Egyptian delegate, 
disagreed. He also rejected an Israch 
proposal that the attendance of the U.N. 
observers be dependent on the consent of 
both parties (Israel has in the past advo- 
cated -meetings without the presence of 
U.N. personnel). 

Talks between Israel and Jordan. for 
extending the local commanders’ agfee- 
ments, now in force in the Jerusalem 
area, to all other sections of the fronticr, 
are making good progress, and a further 
meeting will be held next week.
